Washington, March 19.—After confening with the 
president, Secretary Daniels summoned Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, and Captain Oliver, chief of intelli- 
gence.

New and aggressive action to jjrotect American ship- 
ping against German submarines appears certain as a re- 
sult of yesterday's sinking of three unarmed American 
merchantmen with possible loss of American lives. 


Calling of congTess in extra session, before April 16, 
loomed as the strongest probability, although President 
Wilson was understood to have other courses mider con- 
sideration. With American ships already being armed, 
the most probable step would be an active campaign to 
clear submarines out of the shipping lanes. There ap- 
peared to be no jjlans to have the United States enter the 
war in the sense that the European nations have entered 
it. 


The fact that some American ships are on the other 
side of the ocean, unarmed, is a factor in the situation, 
. nd as large warships are ineffective against submarines, 
the problem for the government is to get small submarine 
chasers. Most of the American fleet is needed at home to 
guard against operation of German submarines in Ameri- 
can waters. 


There seemed to be no doubt that steps to supplement 
arming of American ships would be taken, and the only 
question was whether the president would take such steps 
3n his own responsibility or wait for congress to grant 
specific authority.

Several lines of French trenches over an extent of 500 
meters in one section, and 800 meters in another, on the 
Verdun front, were stormed yesterday by the Germans. 
Nearly 500 French prisoners were taken.

twelve hours after the representatives 
of the railroads had agreed to accept 
the provisions of the Adamson eight- 
hour wage law In order to prevent a 
general strike and within 
less 
than 
period of time when the strike was de- 
clared off. the supreme court of the 
United States rendered a decision up- 
holding the Adamson act, declaring It 
constitutional in all its essential re- 
spects. 


Sight Hours the Standard. 


The decision makes eight hours the 
standard of a day's work and wages 
for men in operation of trains and 
legalizes 
the 
wage 
Increases 
which 
went Into tentative effect on its pass- 
age. 


. The immediate temporary wage In- 
creases won by the railroad employes 
affect 400,000 trainmen as of Jan. 1, 
and are estimated to 
totals between 
$40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000. 


The court's decision was five to four, 
with Justices Day, Pitney and Vande- 
venter 
dissenting, 
announcing 
their 
dissent from the bench. 
Lia ter Justice 
McReynoIds announced his. 


Federal Judge Hook's ruling in the 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad 
test case, enjoining enforcement of the 
Adamson act and holding it unconsti- 
tutional, null and void was reversed. 


Dissenting Opinions. 


Justice McKenna concurred In the 
majority opinion but upon slightly dif- 
ferent grounds. 
Justice Day filed his 
own dissenting opinion 
and 
Justice 
Pitney delivered the other dissenting 
opinion in which Justice Vandeventer 
Joined. 


Justices Pitney and "\''andeventer, In 
their joint dissenting 
opinion, 
held 
that the law should be held unconsti- 
tutional and void 
"because 
congress, 
although confessedly not in possession 
of information necessary for intelli- 
gent and just treatment of the contro- 
versy, arbitrarily placed upon the rail- 
roads the entire enormous burden of 
Increased wages." 


Justice Day in his dissenting opinion, 
said the legislation amounts to a de- 
privation of the 
railroads' 
pro'ierty 
^^ithout due process of law." 


In concurring in the majority opin- 
ion, .lustice McKenna differed in that 
he believed the "law and hours of ser- 
vice statute and, secondarily, a wage 
fixing law and thus within the pov/er of 
congress." 


Justice McReynoIds Stands .Apart. 
Justice 
McReynoIds 
delivered 
a 
separate opinion, saying that congro-^s 
did not have power to pass the law 
but that he now bows to the majo"- 
ity's ruling. 


In 
dissenting 
Justice 
McReynoIds 
held that congress did not have power 
to enact the law but that the major- 
ity decision now gives it authority to 
fix trainmen's maximum and niinimui x 
wages; 
"to reture compuLsory 
arbi- 
tration of labor disputes which may 
seriously jeopardise movement of traf- 
fic and to take measures effectively to 
protect the free 
flow 
of 
commerce 
against any combination, whether of 
operatives, owners or strangers." 


Tlic Majority Opinion. 


The majority openion as delivered 
by Chief Justice White follows: 


"Was there power In congress un- 
der the circumstances existing to deal 
with the hours of work and wages of 
railroad employes engaged in inter- 
state commerce is the principal ques- 
tion here to be considered. 


"Its solution, 
as well 
as that 
of 
other questions which also arise, will 
be clarified by a brief statement of the 
conditions out of which the contro- 
versy arose. 


"Two systems controlled In March, 
1916, concerning wages 
of 
railroad 
employes. 
One an eight-hour stand- 
ard of work and wages with additional 
pay for overtime, governing on about 
15 per cent of the railroads; the other 
stated mileage task of 100 miles to be 
performed during ten hours with ex- 
tra pay for any excess, in force 
in 
about 85 per cent of the roads. 


"The organization representing the 
employes of 
the 
raili-laads 
in 
that 
month made a formal demand upon 
the employers that, as to all engaged 
in the movement of trains except pas- 
senger trains, the 100 mile 
task 
be 
fi.xed for eight hours, provided that it 
was not so done as to lower wages, and 
provided that an extra allowance for 
overtime calculated 
by the 
minute 
alone and one-half time the rate of 
the regular hours service be 
estab- 
lished. 


"The demand mad© this standard 
obligatory on the 
railroads but 
op- 
tional on the employes as it left the 
right to tlie employes to retain their 
existing system on any particular road 
if they elected to do so. 


The Terms and Demands. 


" t h e terms of the demands were aa 
follows except the one which reserved 
the option which is in the margin, and 
others making article 1 applicable to 
yard and switching and hostling serv- ' 
ice: 


"Article 1 (a)—^In all road service

be paid for at the same rate per mile. 


" (b)—On runs or 100 miles or less 
overtime will begin at the expiration 
of eight hours. 


" (c)—On runs of over 100 miles 
overtime will begin ^vhen the time on 
duty exceeds the miles run divided by 
12 H miles per hour. 


" (d)—^All overtime to be computed 
on the minute basis an dpaid for at 
time and one-half times the prorate 
rate. 


" (e)—No one shall receive less for 
eight hours or 100 miles than they 
now receive for a minimum day or 100 
miles for the class of engine used or for 
service performed. 


" (f)—Timo will be computed con- 
tinuously from time required for duty 
until release from duty and responsi- 
bility at end of day or run. 


"The employers refused the demand 
and the employes through their or- 
ganizations by concert of action took 
the steps to call a genera} strike of all 
railroad 
employes 
throughout 
the 
whole countiT. 


President Intervene«. 


"The president of the United States 
invited a conference between the par- 
ties. 
He proposed arbitration. 
The 
employers agreed to it and the em- 
ployes rejected it. 
The president then 
suggested the eight-hour standai'd of 
work and wages. 
The employei-s re- 
jected this and the employes accepted 
it. 
Before the disagreement was re- 
solved, the representatives of the'em- 
ployes abruptly called a general strike 
throughout the %vhole country 
fixed 
for an early day. 
The president stat- 
ing his efforts to relieve the situation 
and pointing out that no resources at 
law were at his disposal for compul- 
sory arbitration to save the commercial 
disaster, the property injury and the 
personal suffering of all, not to say 
starvation, which would be brought 
to many among the vast body of the 
people if the strike was not prevented, 
asked congress, first, for 
the 
eight- 
hour standard of work and wages be 
fixed by law, and, second, that an offi- 
cial body be created to observe during 
a reasonable time the operation 
of 
the 
legislation and that an 
explicit 
assurance be given that if the result 
of such ob-servation established such

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AGREEMENT SIGNED THAT 


AVERTED GREAT STRIKE 


New York, March 19.—The agree- 
ment that averted the great railway 
strike was signed this morning by the 
chairmen 
of the 
brotherhoods, 
the 
railroads and the commission and is 
as follows: 


The agreement signed by chair- 
men of the brotherhoods, the roads 
and the commission reads as fol- 
lows: 


In all road service, except pas- 
senger, where schedules now read 
100 miles or less, nine or ten hours 
or less, over time at ten or eleven 
miles per hour, insert "eight hours 
or less for a basic day and twelve 
and one-half miles per hour for a 
speed basis" 
for 
the 
purpose of 
computing overtime. 


Overtime to be paid for at not 
less than one-eighth of the 
daily 
i-ate per hour. 


In all yard service, switching and 
hostelry 
service, where 
schedules 
now read 
"ten, 
eleven 
or twelve 
hours, or less, 
ehall 
constitute a 
day's work," Insert "eight hours or 
less shall constitute a day's work 
at present ten hours pay." 


Overtime to be paid at not less 
than one-eighth of the daily rate 
per hour. 


In 
yards 
now 
working 
on an 
eight hour basis, the daily rate shall 
be the present ten hour standard 
rate with over time at one-eighth of 
the present standard dally rate. 


In case the law is declared un- 
constitutional, eight hours or less 
at present ten hour pay will consti- 
tute a day's work. 


In passenger service the present 


mileage basis will be 
maintained. 
On roads now having flat ten hour 
day in passenger service the rule 
will be 
amended 
to 
read "eight 
within ten hours." 


For all classes 
of 
employes In 
short turn-around passenger 
serv- 
ice, 
where 
the 
rule 
now 
reads 
"eight within twelve hours," it will 
be amended to read "eight within 
ten hours." 


For such territory as has no num- 
ber of hours for a day's work, in 
short turn-around passenger 
serv- 
ice, the eight within ten hour rule 
applies. 
Overtime to be paid for 
at not less than one-eighth of the 
daily rate per hour. 


The general committees on indi- 
vidual railroads may elect to retain 
their present overtime rules In short 
turn-around 
passenger 
service 
or 
the 
foregoing provision, 
but 
may 
not make a combination of both to 
produce greater compensation than 
is provided In either basis. 


In the event the law is held to 
be constitutional, if the 
foregoing 
settlement Is inconsistent with the 
decision of the court, that applica- 
tion will be adjusted to the decision. 
If 
declared 
unconstitutional, 
the 
above stands with all the provisions 
as written. 


The foregoing to govern for such 
roads, 
classes 
of 
employes 
and 
classes of service represented by the 
national 
conference committee 
or 
railroads. 


Schedules except as modifled by 
the 
above 
changes 
remain as at 
present. 


New York, IMarch 19.—The railroad 
strike ha.s been averted. 


Yielding to the appeal of President 
Wilson and facing the po.s.sibility of 
this country's entrance into the world 
war, the railroads today granted the 
demands of the four employes' broth- 
erhoods for a basic eight-hour day. 


The telegraph wires this 
moniing 
are carrying throughout the country 
messages from the brotherhood chief.s 
rescinding the orders for the inaugu- 
ration of the great progfessi've strike 
at 7 o'clock tonight. 


The decision is regarded as a com- 
plete surrender to the 
brotherhoods 
brought 
about, 
however,

patriotism of the railroad 
managers 
had been put to the test.

I what they considered their last trump 
card, were not successful in their mis- 
I Kion until after more than fifty hours 
of anxious conference, all of

Secretary of the Interior Lane and 
the other mediators wei'e visibly af- 
fected when told of the action of the 
lailroad managers.

10.—Eighty-fivc 
^\jiierieans, conipri.sing a large majority 
of the crews, were aboard the three 
American steamers, Vigilancia. City of 
Memphis and Illinois, sunk by German 
submarines on Satiinlay and iSnnday in 
the blockade zone. 
Tlie latest informa- 
tion here is that fourteen men are miss- 
ing from the Vigilancia and eight from 
the City of Menii)liis. 
The crew of the 
Illinois was landed .«afely. 
The City of 
Memphis left Cardiff, Wales, Friday in 
ballast for New York. 
She encountered 
the submarine Saturday evening and the 
crew was given fifteen minutes to take 
to the boats. 
The vessel was owned by 
the 
Ocean 
Steamship 
company 
and 
valued at $700,000. 
She left New York 
January 23 with 
a ' cargo of cotton, 
which was delivered at Havre, France. 
There were fifty-seven men in her crew 


The Vigilancia was torpedoed without 
' warning, according to survivors, and the 
' submarine did not appear. 
She carried 
a crew of forty-five men. twenty-one of 
whom were Americans. 
Thirty-one of 
the.se have been landed at the Sicilly 
islands. 
The \'igilancia sailed from New 
York, February 28, with a cargo con- 
sisting in part of provisions and valued 
at nearly $760.000. The ship herself was 
said to be worth $1,000,000. 


No detail«» bad reached here early to- 
day regarding the destniction of 
the 
Illinois. 
She was reported merely as 
having been sunk. 
The Illinois was a 
tank ship owned by the Texas Oil com- 
pany. 
She left Port Artlnir, Tex., on 
February 17, for London with a full 
cargo. 
There were sixteen 
Americans 
aboard, including all "the officers and 
eight member.'« of the crew. 
Her entire 
crew consistcKl of thirty-five men. 
Her 
home port was New York. 


THK IX)ST SHIPS. 


New York. March 19.—Forty-eight 
men w^ho were Americans by birth or 
by naturalization and nine others, sev- 
ral of whom were believed to be natur- 
alized Americans, comprised the crew

the fire room force. 


Details as to what constituted her 
cargo arc withheld by customs offi- 
cials, but it is understood that 
the 
cargo was valued at nearly $750,000 
and the ship at more than $1,000,000. 
The cargo consisted in part of provi- 
sions. 
Prior to sailing, it was reported 
by some of the men connected with tha 
crew, that a large consignment of cof- 
fins was also on board.

By the terms of the settlement the 
combineed salary list of the railroads 
will be increased approximately $60,- 
000,000 a year, according to conserva- 
tive estimates.

than 300,000. 


Crisis Forces Peace. 
T h a t the crisis resulting f r o m the 
sinking of the three American shio^ 
by German submarines was the prime 
factor in clearing the situation and re- 
storing the condition to normal condi- 
tions insofar as its transportation fa- 
cilities were concerned was conceded 
by all. 
The railroad managers, who 
until a later hour last night had held 
out against the brotherhoods had been 
dismissed temporarily 
by the 
presi- 
dent's mediators, who made no secret 
of the fact that they viewed the out- 
look with pessimism. 
Secretary Lane 
a short time before word came that 
the managers had yielded, issued 
a 
statement that the conference wouici 
be resumed today but intimated t ^ a t 
he was none too hopeful of a settle- 
ment. 
The railroad n-.anagei's and the 
brotherhood chiefs had been told cf 
the seriousness of

We are in receipt of your favor

We have brought this letter be- 
fore the brotherhoods with the state- 
ment that. In our judgment, it was 


advisable to put into effect the pro- 
visions of the Adamson law whether 
It be held valid or otherwise.

was acceptable to them. 
This by 
your own action urged thereto by 
the highest reasons of national con- 
cern you have avoided a national 
calamity. 


We would be delinquent In a true 
sense of gratitude If we failed to ex- 
press our sincerest appreciation of 
the

have taken. 
We 
trust that it promises a long period 
of hearty co-operallon oetween the 
railroad rnanagement and their em- 
ployes. 


Xear the Breaking Point. 
When the railroad managers left the 
conference room at 11:10 o'clock last 
right without having arrived at an 
adjustment of the differences it was 
with set faces which showed the strain 
they were under. 
When the heads of 
the brotherhood^ left an hour earlier 
they, too, appeared 
to be 
depressed. 
Neither side would make any state- 
ment. 
Secretary Lane, standing in the 
doorway of his room, plannly indicated 
that the mediators had all but reached 
the limit of their appeals—and appar- 
ently without result. 
The strike it 
was understood would go on as an- 
nounced without a further truce, un- 
less something unexpected intervened. 


The first intimation that the strike 
had been averted came unexpectedly 
at 12:45 o'clock this morning when a. 
representative of the railroad mana- 
ger's conference committee called up 
the Associated Press and announced 
"the 
strike 
is 
off." 
Several hours 
elapsed before the settlement agree- 
ment was signed and the brotherhood 
chiefs telegraphed division officers re- 
cinding the strike order. 


Labor's Greatest Victory. 
W. G. Lee, head of the trainmen and 
spokesman for the bi-otherhood chiefs, 
declared today that the settlement of 
the controversy was "the greatest vic- 
tory ever won for labor. 


"Nearly 400,000 men," he said, "have 
won the eight hour day, without sacri- 
ficing a cent of their money for it. We 
are now in a position to go back to our 
men with the gi*eatest thing ever put 
over for labor." 


Mr. Lee said the brotherhood chiefs 
would remain in New York until to- 
morrow. 
Advices 
from 
Baltimore, 
where members of the brotherhoods 
already had struck and refused to re- 
turn to work, had been received giv- 
ing assurances 
that 
the 
differences 
had been settled, he added. 


Began Xear a Year Ago. 
The controversy betvAeen the rail- 
l oads and their employes 
began 
In 
.lune, 1915, when 
members 
of 
the 
brotherhoods in Boston passed reso- 
lutions favoring 
an 
eight-hour 
day 
with double pay for overtime. 
How- 
ever, it was not until the following De- 
cember 
that 
demands 
were 
formu- 
litted by the national heads of the or- 
gfinizations. 
These 
were 
modified 
soiiieu'hat 
from 
the 
original 
d r a f t 
made in Boston and were voted on by 
the workmen in all parts of the coun- 
try during 
January, 
February 
and 
.March. 1916. 
They finally were served 
upon the raih'oads with the announce- 
jiiont that an answer would be expect- 
ed by .'Vpril 29 of that year. 


The railroads, in the meantime, had 
decided that to accede to the demands 
would mftan an increase of their com- 
bined 
salary 
list 
of 
approximately 
$100,000,000 a year 
and 
that 
they 
would thus be deprived of paying^divi- 
dends. 
Numerous 
conferences 
fol- 
lowed, all ending abruptly, and 
finally 
a general strike order was issued to 
become effective in September. 


Intervention by President. 
President Wilson then 
intervened, 
summoning the railroad heads and the 
district heads of the rour brotherhoods 
to Washington. The strike order, how- 
ever, was rescinded only after the pres- 
ident had appeared before 
congress 
and secured the passage of the eight- 
hour law. 
This act, which was to have 
become operative on January 1 last, 
was at once attacked by the roalroads, 
with the result that the question of its 
constitutionality is still being consid- 
ered by the suprem«» court. 
The con- 
tention of the brotherhoods was that 
the railroads were seeking to avoid its 
enforcement through legal teclfnicali- 
ties. 
They demanded that it be made 
effective at once regardless of the fact 
that it had not been passed upon final- 
ly by the supreme court, but that was 
rejected by the railroad managers. 
It 
was then decided to call the strike Sat- 
urday night. 


President Wilson, again alarmed at 
the seriousness of the situation, ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Interior Lane, 
Secretary of 
Labor 
Wilson, 
Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, and t?amuel Gompeiis, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, as a comrotttee representing 
the council of national defense to com® 
here and confer with both sides in an 
effort to adjust the differences.

A Typical Suit. 


"The duty to do so arises from thé 
fact that the emploj-ers unwilling to i 
accept the act and 
challenging 
the 
constitutional power 
of 
congress 
to 
enact it began this typical suit against 
the officers of certain laPor unions and 
the United States district attorney to 
enjoin the enforcement of the" statute. 


"The law was made to take effect 
only on the first of January, 1917. 
To 
expedite the final decision before that 
date the representatives of the labor 
unions were dropped out, agreements 
essential to hasten were made and It 
was stipulated that pending the 
final 
disposition of the cause the carriers

keep accounts of the 
wages 
whicli would have been earned if the 
statute was enforced so as to enable 
their payment if the law was 
finally 
upheld. 


"Stating its 
desire 
to co-operate 
with the parties In their purpose to 
expedite the cause, the court 
below 
briefly announcing that it was of opin- 
ion that congress had no 
constitu- 
tional power to enact the statute, en- 
joined its enforcenient and as the re- 
sult of the direct appeal which fol- 
lowed. wo come, after elaborate oral 
and printed arguments,•to dispose of 
the controversy. 


Down to Two Questions. 


"All the 
propositions 
relied upon 
and arguments advanced, 
ultimately 
come to two questions: 
First, thè en- 
tire want of constitutional power to 
deal with the subjects embraced 
by 
the statute and, second, such abuse of 
the power, if possessed, as rendered 
Its exercise unconstitutional. 
We will 
consider these subjects under distinct 
propositions separately.

The entire want of 
constitu- 
tional power to deal with the subjects 
embraced by the statute. 


"There must be knowledge of the 
power 
exerted 
before 
determining 
whether, as exercised. It was consti- 
tutional and we must hence settle a 
dispute on that question before going 
further. 
Only an eight hour standard 
for work and wages was provided, is 
the contention on the one side and in 
substance only a scale of wages was 
provided. Is the argument on the oth- 
er. 
We are of the opinion that both 
are right and in a sense both %vrong, 
Insofar as it Is assumed that the one 
excludes the othei*.

Had Power to Regulate. 


"If the situation which we have de- 
scribed and with which the act of con- 
gress dealt be taken into view, 
• 
• 
• 
It would seem inevitable to result 
that the power to regulate necessarily 
obtained and was subject to be ap- 
plied to the extent necessary to pro- 
vide a 
remedy 
for 
the 
situation. 
» 
• 
• 
This must be unless it can 
be said that the right to so regulate 
as to save and protect the public in- 
terest did not apply to a case where 
the desti'uction of the public right was 
imminent as the result of a dispute 
between the parties and their conse- 
quent failure to establish by private 
agreement the 
standard 
of 
wages 
which was essential. 
In other words 
that the existence of the public right 
and the public power to preserve it 
was wholly under the, control of the 
private right to establish a standard 
by agreement. 
Nor is it an answer to 
this vire to suggest that the situation 
was one of emergency and that emer- 
gency cannot be made the source of 
power. The proposition begs the ques- 
tion since although an emergency may 
not call in to life a power which has 
never lived, 
nevertheless 
emergency 
may afford a reason for the exertion 
of a living power already enjoyed. If 
acts, which if done, would interrupt, 
if not destroy, 
interstate 
comnierce, 
may be by anticipation 
legislatively 
prevented, by the same token the pow- 
er to regulate may be e.xercised to 
guard against the cessation of inter- 
state commerce threatened by a fail- 
ure of 
employers 
and 
employes to 
agree as to the standard of 
wages, 
such standard being an essential pre- 
requisite to the uninterrupted flow of 
Interstate commerce.

ment of the interstate commerce com- 
mission; approval by congress of in- 
creased rates to meet the increased 
wages proposed; public investigation 
of labor controversies before strikes 
or lockouts, and vesting the president 
with authority to operate railroads in 
case of military necessity. 
All these 
have been considered by congress ex- 
cept the proposed rate increase, which 
I the president withdrew in his opening 
message to congress last December. 


Passes Congress. 


The house voted 239 to 56 on Sep- 
tember 1 to pass the Adamson bill. 
Seventy republicans voted with demo- 
crats in its 
favor. 
Two democrats. 
Representatives Black of Texas, and 
Steele, of Iowa, voted against it. 
On 
September 2 the bill passed the sen- 
ate, 43 to 
28, 
Senator La Follette, 
Wisconsin 
republican, 
joining ' the 
democrats, and Senator Clarke, of Ar- 
kansas. since deceased, and Hardwick, 
of Georgia, voting with 26 republicans 
against it. 
The brotherhoods' strike 
order was recalled that day and the 
president signed the measure the next 
day, Sunday, September 3, and again 
on September 5.

virtually all federal, district courts to 
enjoin the

United States has stopped the destruc- 
tion of opium seized by its custom offi- 
ciais. 
This drug-, hundreds of thou- 
eanda of dollars worth of which is con- 
fiscated yearly, yields a high percent- 
age of morphine, in which there Is a 
great war-shortage. 


A plan suggested by John B. Elliott, 
collector of customs for the district of 
southern California, is being worked 
out to extract the morphine from the 
confiscated opium ana use it In the 
army and navy hospitals, thus effect- 
ing a big saving for the government. 


Morphine, which once sold for.>2 an 
ounce, has advanced since the war be- 
gan from $4 and )5 an ounce to be- 
tween $10 and $10.60 an ounce. 
Since 
custom houses have begun holding the 
seized opium morphine has gone up 
nearly 20 per cent. 


Last December Elliott had nearly 
$50,000 worth of opium on hand ready 
to be destroyed. 
The immense rise In 
price of the drug, ana the risks taken 
by the professional smugglers to get 
tt into th® country, which included 
eveiything from peon disguises and 
tramping ovor the desert wastes to 
dangerous trips in 
fast 
motorboats, 
convinced him that It was a real eco- 
nomic waste to destroy the stuff. 


He knew that the Turkish and Per- 
sian markets had been cut off by the 
trar, and that the Chinese and Indian 
toroduciers w«re hard set to cret the 
ftoroM th* F^inoi all of which 


Opium worth $50,000, conflscatcd by

made the drug almost priceless when

which meant real suffering for w^ound- 
ed or injured men. 


He wrote to the secretary of the 
treasury suggesting that the opium be 
not destroyed but used in the making 
of morphine. 
In January such an or- 
der was issued. 


Since that date Elliott has seized 
nearly 
$50,000 
worth 
of 
smoking 
opium. 
In three years approximately 
$150,000 worth of the drug has been 
destroyed by his men. 


San 
Francisco, 
Seattle, 
Nogales, 
and half a dozen other coast and bor- 
der custom houses have smaller stocks 
of opium piled up since the first of the 
year and which are dally addfed to. 


In the last two weeks in February 
Elliott's men captured five smugglers 
from whom several thousand dollars 
worth of the drug was taken, 


"Most of the smuggling is don© by 
the professionals," said Collector El- 
liott, "who realize thè risks of the 
game, but who also appreciate 
the 
chance to more than 
double 
their 
money by bringing the stuff across the 
border. 


"The great trouble we have is that 
combined with the big winnings is a 
ridiculously light penalty for the of- 
fense. 
Two years is the maximum 
sentence. 
And many of the cleverest 
smugglers ha.ve got off with only a 
year or eighteen month.«^. 


"When the clean-up from a single 
successful trip may run as high as 
$60,000 or $70,000 a two-year penalty 
is not much of a deterrent."

The Fort Waane Sentinel 
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Patriotism Averts Strike, 


The impending calamity of nation-wide 
paralysis 
of 
railway 
transportation has been averted. The railroads have conceded to the 
foTir brotherhoods of trainmen all that is provided for in the contest- 
ed Adamson law and no matter which way the decision of the United 
States supreme court may swing on that measure the men in the train 
service will get the tilings for which they were contending and for 
which they were under orders to tie-up raihvay traffic. 


But it wai not to the brotherhoods that the railroads surrendered. 
They gave in to the compulsions of a great national crisis whereof the 
dangers would have been vastly added to by tl\e strike that Avas 
threatened. It was a fine and stirring display of patriotism that the 
heads of the railway systems gave in committing their interests in the 
question to the hands of President Wilson's mediation committee to 
be dealt witli as the welfare of the country might dictate. They un- 
derstood what national perils were developing rapidly and how near 
might be the hour when the already heavj^ stresses of this government 
would be multiplied many fold if there were a tie-up of transportation 
to be dealt with while war thundered at the gate. They vacated their 
entire position and loft theip committee of mediation to perform no 
harder task than to obtain acceptance by tlic brotherhood chieftains 
óf the unconditional surrender and their consent to rescind their 
declaration of war. That was done, the strike was called off and the 
transportation of the country moves as usual. The people are spared 
the visitation of a great catastrophe. 
Business escapes prostration. 
Industry is given shrift to go on and labor to keep at its employments. 
It is a prodigious vouchsafement that there is to be no strike, with 
material disaster, human distress and a saturnalia of violence in its 
wake. It is of greater concern that the country is to be saved from 
such a stroke at a time when every national resource may at any mo- 
jncDl be required for the safely of the land. 


I'lie people of the country will be neither slow nor grudging iu 
their appreciation of the railroads for making it possible to lift from 
the land the threat of a frightful catastrophe and to remove the im- 
minence of a great peril. 
The people of the country have in times 
past had abundant occasion against the railroads, but much of that 
old score is erased by the patriotic conduct of the men acting Sunday 
iight in New York for the transportation interests. 


Whether or not the brotherhoods and their men have obtained 
what they want they must say for themselves. They have obtained at 
least what they were demanding and prepared to fight for. Whatever 
the Adamson law, if affirmed by the supreme court, might give them 
the railways have conceded. It is at an added cost of operation 
amounting, according to conservative estimates, to about $60,000,000 
that the railroads have given in to their men. But more or less, it is 
of less account what railway peace costs than that the price does pur- 
cliase peace. 
On the brink of war with a nation overseas, and con- 
fronted by a treacherous and perhaps corrupt neighbor, a great rail- 
way strike was not to be thought of by the nation as for a moment 
tolerable. 
The rail heads saw it that way and yield to the insuper- 
ablé force of events. 


Practically at War. 


It is evident that the government in Washington regards this 
nation as now being in a virtual state of war with Germany. 
There 
has been no formal declaration of belligerency on either side. 
The 
status of an armed neutrality, as declared by President Wilson some 
days ago, continues. 
But it is held that in sinking three American 
ships Within the so-called barred zone Germany has committed an act 
of war against the United States. 


No secret is made of it in Washington that an actual state of 
hostilities is imminent nor of the fact that the necessary steps that 
the rights and dignity of this nation impose are to be taken without 
delay. Before the day has gone President Wilson may have summoned 
congress to an extra session to specifically invest him with suitable and 
specific authority to proceed for the national defense. With congress 
summoned already for April 15, it may be thought unnecessary to su- 
])ersede that convocation by one fixing an immediate day for as- 
sembling. It is held, moreover, that the president has ample authority 
under the constitution to recognize a state of war and to take mea- 
sures accordingly. 


These latest submarine activities by Germany dispel any hopeful 
doubt there may have been that the Berlin government would prose- 
cute ruthlessness according to its declarations. 
The Berlin govern- 
ment means what its warning stated and is giving the proof. Berlin 
is making no pretense of avoiding war with America. Berlin is com- 
mitting war against America. 


That leaves this nation the choice of two gourses—to tuck tail 
and run or to face the situation squarely and stand by the friendly 
but firm warnings that have gone from Washington. 


There is nothing to be gained by making soft words for thi® sit- 
QAtion. The United States is already virtually forced iuto wsr.

I'anies from federal forest reservations 
the supreme court today upheld fed- 
eral and limited state sovereignity in 
developing resources in western "pub- 
lic land states." 


Regulations of the agricultural and 
the interior departments conservation 
policy and decrees ordering the Utah 
company 
to 
i-emove 
their property 
from public lands unless they secure 
federal permits were 
sustained. 


The court maintained power of con- 
gress to regulate all public lands and 
denied that its authority was limited 
to lands actually used for federal pur- 
poses. 
All government speciflcations 
were not upheld but the court refused 
to disturb any of them. 
It also held 
the government entitled to reasonable 
compensation from the Utah

FALL IF CZAR MAY 


Monarchies of Eussia and 
Germany Are Necessary 
to Each Other. 


(BY BASIL M. MANLY. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—^The 
Rnsdian revolution, if Its present success 
continues, assures the downfall of czar- 
ism and kaiserism and guarantees the 
victory of the allies. 


It means tliat there will be no more 
kings in Europe except a few figureheads 
like George V of England and Alfonso 
of Spain, who are maintained at public 
expense for ornamental purposes. 


The revolution is a pro-ally overturn 
of the pro-German government which 
was in control 
of Russia 
during the 
greater part of the war and wluch has 
been primarily respon.'^ible for the rela- 
tively poor showing which the enormous 
armies of Russia have made. 


Russia will now have a chance to 
throw off the incubus of German in- 
fluence in the court, the bureaucracy and 
tlie array and give the armies of the 
kaiser something to do on the eastern 
front.

The 
cossacks are at the front and the police 
are powerles« against the troops which 
are in reserve in the larger cities. A 
Berlin dispatch says there are 30,000 
troops loyal to the revolution in Petro- 
grad alone, and this may be accepted 
ae the minimum, for this news was ex- 
tremely distasteful to Berlin. 


Thla Is the biggest news for the 
cause of democracy since the estab- 
lishment of the fli-st French republic. 
Even if this present revolution should 
fall, it marks the certain downfall of 
the power of the Rusilan autocracy. 
The people have now learned that a 
KuMrian imperial 
mlnlater can be 
thrown into Jail Ilka anyone else and 
that the walls do not crumble around 
him. nor in thera lightning from heav- 
en to strike tha Impious hand that 
ilarod to put htm there. 
Having once 
learnsd this simple fact, they 
will 
never forget, and the end of kings and 
czars and kaisers will soon follow.

Coroner J. E. McArdle expects to 
rondel- a verdict in a few days. 
He 
has made a thorough invsetigation of 
tlie case and has examined many wit- 
nesses. 
There is little for him to do 
but render a formai verdict in which 
he is privileged and no doubt will set 
out the dispatcher's failure to notify 
the freight crew to watch for the work 
car. 
Further than that there is lit- 
tle for him to do. 
Banks is not being 
kept under surveillance and the prob- 
abilities are that he will not be ar- 
rested. 


Banks' alleged statement that the 
dispatcher's office of the traction com- 
pany is a loafing place for company 
employes and he is frequently taken 
from his work by officials to look up 
information for them was brought out 
at the inquest.

AMERICA AND GERMANY IN A STATE OF WAR 


STEPS THAT MAY 


Washington, March 19.—After conferring with the 


president, Secretary Daniels summoned Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, and Captain Oliver, chief of intelli- 
gence. There appeared to be ground for belief that steps 
were being taken to have the navy take steps to protect 
American shipping. 


Washington, March 19.—President Wilson made an- 


other personal visit to the state, war and navy building 
this afternoon, and there were outward indications that 
some new definite action was impending as the result of 
the latest destruction of American ships by German sub- 
marines. 


President Wilson conferred with Secretary Daniels, 


it was understood, about the issue of $150,000,000 in bonds 
for hurrying naval construction because of national emerg- 
ency. There was no official announcement, however, to 
confirm this. 


Washington, March 19.—The United States today 


faced the pressing question of war with Germany over 
the immediate issue of the ruthless destruction of three 
unarmed American mcrchantships. 


Technically an armed neutrality existed, but un- 


officially it was admitted Germany has committed the 
"overt act," which precipitated a virtual state or war. 


New and aggressive action to protect American ship- 


ping against German submarines appears certain as a re- 
sult of yesterday's sinking of three unarmed American 
merchantmen with possible loss of American lives. 


Calling of congress in extra session, before April 16, 


loomed as the strongest probability, although President 
Wilson was understood to have other courses under con- 
sideration. With American ships already being armed, 
the most probable step would be an active 'campaign to 
clear submarines out of the shipping lanes. There .ap- 
peared to be no plans to have the United States enter the 
war in the sense that the European nations have entered 


The fact that some American ships are on the other 


side of the ocean, unarmed, is a factor in the situation, 
;,nd as large warships are ineffective against submarines, 
the problem for the government is to get small submarine 
chasers. Most of the American fleet is needed at home to 
guard against operation of German submarines in Ameri- 
can waters. 
There seemed to be no doubt that steps to supplement 


arming of American ships would be taken, and the only 
question was whether the president would take such steps 
DII his own responsibility or wait for congress to grant 
specific authority.

Eight-Hour Act Sustained 


in Every Respect by the 


Nation's Highest Tribunal 


SOLDIER BOVS 


TO BE GUESTS 


Washington, 
March 
19.—Within 


twelve hours after the representatives 
of the railroads had agreed to accept 
the provisions of the Adamson eight- 
hour "wage law in order to prevent a 
general strike and- within less than 
period of time when the strike was de- 
clared oft. the supreme court of the 
United States rendered a decision up- 
holding the Adamson net, declaring it 
constitutional in all its essential re- 
spects. 


Eight Hours the Standard. 


The decision makes eight hours the 


standard of a day's work and wages 
for men in operation of trains and 
legalizes the wage Increases which 
went into tentative effect on its pass- 
age. 


The immediate temporary wage in- 


creases won by the railroad employes 
affect 400.000 trainmen as of Jan. 1, 
and are estimated to total between 
J40.000.000 and $60,000,000. 


The court's decision was five to four, 


with Justices Day, Pitney and Vande- 
venter dissenting, announcing their 
dissent from the bench. Later Justice 
McReynolds announced his. 


Federal Judge Hook's ruling in the 


Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf railroad 
test case, enjoining enforcement of tho 
Adamson act and holding it unconsti- 
tutional, null and void was reversed. 


Dissenting: Opinions. 
Justice McKcnntv concurred In the 


majority opinion but upon slightly dif- 
ferent grounds. Justice Day filed his 
own dissenting opinion and Justice 
Pitney delivered tho other dissenting 
opinion in which Justice Vandeventer 
joined. 


Justices Pitney and Vandeventer, In 


their Joint dissenting opinion, held 
that the law should be held unconsti- 
tutional and void "because congress, 
although confessedly not in possession 
of information necessary for intelli- 
gent and Just treatment of the contro- 
versy, arbitrarily placed upon the rail- 
roads the entire.enormous burden of 
increased wages." 


Justice Day in his dissenting opinion, 


said the legislation amounts to a de- 
privation of tho railroads' property 
without due process of law." 


In concurring in the majority opin- 


ion. Justice McKenna differed in that 
he believed the "law and hours of ser- 
vice statute and, secondarily, a wage 
fixing law and thus within tho power of 
congress." 


Justice McRcynolds Stands Apart. 
Justice 
McReynolds delivered a 


separate opinion, saying that congress 
did not have power to pass the law 
but that ho now bows to the major- 
ity's ruling. 


In dissenting Justice McReynolds 


held that congress did not have power 
to enact the law but that the major- 
ity decision now gives it authority to 
fix trainmen's maximum and minimum 
wages; "to rcture compulsory arbi- 
tration of labor disputes which may 
seriously Jeopardize movement of traf- 
fic and to take measures effectively to 
protect the free flow of commerce 
against any combination, whether of 
operatives, owners or strangers." 


The Majority Opinion. 


The majority openlon as delivered 


by Chief Justice White follows: 


"Was there power in congress un- 


der tho circumstances existing to deal 
with the hours of work and wages of 
railroad employes engaged in inter- 
state commerce is the principal Ques- 
tion here to be considered. 


"Its solution, as T*ell as that of 


other questions which also arise, will 
be clarified by a brief statement of the 
conditions out of which the contro- 
versy arose. 


"Two systems controlled in March, 


1916, concerning wages of railroad 
employes. 
One an eight-hour stand- 


ard of work and wages with additional 
pay for overtime, governing on about 
IB per cent of the railroads; the other 
stated mileage task of 100-miles to be 
performed during ten hours with ex- 
tra pay for any excess, in force in 
about 86 per cent of the roads. 


"The organization representing the 


employes of the railroads in that 
month made a formal demand upon 
the employers that, as to all engaged 
in the movement of trains except pas- 
senger trains, the 100 mile task be 
fixed for eight hours, provided that it 
was not so done as to lower wages, and 
provided that an e.xtra allowance for 
overtime calculated 
ny the 
minute 


alone and one-halt time the rate of 
tho regular hours service be estab- 
lished. 
"The demand made this standard 


obligatory on the railroads but op- 
tional on tho employes as it left the 
right to the employes to retain their 
existing system on any particular road 
if they elected to do so. 


The Terms and Demands. 


"The terms of tho demands were as 


follows except tho one which reserved 
tho option which is in the margin, and 
others making article I'applicable to 
yard and switching and hostllng serv- 
ice: 


"Article 1 (a)—In nil rond service 


100 miles or less, eight hours or loss 
will constitute a day except in passen- 
ger servico. Miles in excess of ,10.0 JKJJJ, 


be paid for at the same rate per mile. 
" (b)—On runs or 100 miles or less 


overtime will begin at the expiration 
of eight hours. 
" (c)—On runs of over 100 miles 


overtime will begin when the time on 
duty exceeds the miles run divided by 
12^4 miles per hour. 
" (d)—All overtime to be computed 


on the minute basis an dpaid for at 
time and one-half times the prorate 
rate. 
" (e)—No one shall receive less for 


eight hours or 100 miles than they 
now receive for a minimum day .or 100 
miles for the class of engine used or for 
service performed. 
" (f)—Time will be computed con- 


tinuously from time required for duty 
until release from duty and responsi- 
bility nt end of day or run. 


"The employers refused the demand 


and the employes through their or- 
ganizations by concert of action took 
the steps to call a general strike of a.11 
railroad employes throughout 
the 


whole country. 
President Intervenes. 


"Tho president of the United States 


invited a conference between the par- 
ties. 
He proponed arbitration. 
The 


employers agreed to It and the em- 
ployes rejected it. The president then 
suggested the eight-hour standard of 
work and wages. The employers re- 
jected this and tho employes accepted 
it. 
Before tho disagreement was J^o- 


HolveO. the representatives of "tho em- 
ployes abruptly called a general strike 
throughout tho whole country flsred 
for an early day. Tho president stat- 
ing his efforts to relievo the situation 
and pointing out that no resources at 
law were at his disposal for compul- 
sory arbitration to nave the commercial 
disaster, the property injury and tho 
personal suffering of all, not to say 
starvation, which would be brought 
to many among the vast body of the 
people if the strike was not prevented, 
asked congress, first, for the eight- 
hour standard of work and wages be 
fixed by law, and, second, that an offi- 
cial body be created to observe 'during 
a reasonable time the operation of 
the legislation and that a.n explicit

AGREEMENT SIGNED THAT 


AVERTED GREAT STRIKE 


New York, March 19.—The agree- 


ment that averted the great railway 
strike was signed this morning by the 
chairmen of the brotherhoods, the 
railroads and the commission and is 
as follows: 
The agreement signed by chair- 


men of the brotherhoods, the roads 
and the commission reads as fol- 
lows: 
In all road service, except pas- 


senger, where schedules now read 
100 miles or less, nine or ten hours 
or less, over time at ten or eleven 
miles per hour, insert "eight hours 
or less for a basic day and twelve 
and one-half miles per hour for a 
speed basis" for the purpose of 
computing overtime. 


Overtime to be paid for at not 


less than one-eighth of the daily 
rate per hour. 


In all yard service, switching and 


hostelry service, where 
schedules 


now, read "ten, 
eleven or twelve 


hours, or less, shall constitute a. 
day's work," insert "eight hours or 
less shall constitute a day's work 
at present ten hours pay." 


Overtime to be paid at not less 


than one-eighth of the daily rate 
per hour. 


In yards now working on an 


eight hour basis, the daily rate shall 
be the present ten hour standard 
rate with over time at one-eighth of 
the present standard daily rate. 


In case the law is declared un- 


constitutional, eight hours or less 
at present ten hour pay will consti- 
tute a day's work. 


In passenger service the present 


mileage basis will be maintained. 
On roads now having flat ten hour 
day in passenger service the rule 
will be amended 
to 
read "eight 


within ten hours." 


For all classes of 
employes in 


short turn-around passenger serv- 
ice, where the 
rule now reads 


"eight within twelve hours," it will 
be amended to read "eight within 
ten hours." 


For such territory as has no num- 


ber of hours for a day's work, in 
short turn-around passenger serv- 
ice, the eight within ten hour rule 
applies. 
Overtime to be paid for 


at not less than one-eighth of the 
daily rate per hour. 


The general committees on Indi- 


vidual railroads may elect to retain 
their present overtime rules In short 
turn-around passenger service or 
the foregoing provision, but may 
not make a combination of both to 
produce greater compensation than 
is provided in cither basis. 


In the event the law is held to 


be constitutional, if the foregoing 
settlement is inconsistent with the 
decision of the court, that applica- 
tion will "be adjusted to the decision. 
If declared 
unconstitutional, 
the 


above stands with all the provisions 
as written. 


The foregoing to govern for such 


roads, classes of employes and 


classes of service represented by the 


national conference committee or 
railroads. 


Schedules except as modified by 


the above changes remain as at 
present.

New York, March ]!).—Eighty-five 


Americans, comprising a large majority 
of the crews, were aboard the three 
American steamers, Vigilaneia, City of 
Memphis and Illinois, sunk by German 
-submarines on Saturday and Sunday in 
the blockade zone. The latest informa- 
tion here is that fourteen men are miss- 
ing from the Vigilancia and eight from 
the City of Memphis. The crow of the 
Illinois was landed safely. The City of 
Memphis left Cardiff, Wales, Friday in 
ballast for New York. She encountered 
the submarine Saturday evening and the 
crew was given fifteen minutes to take 
to the boats. The vessel was owned by 
the 
Ocean 
Steamship company and 


valued at $700,000. She left New York 
January 23 with 
a cargo of cotton. 


which was delivered at Havre, France. 
There were fifty-seven men in her crew. 


The Vigilancia was torpedoed without 


warning, according to survivors, and the 
submarine did not appear. She carried 
a crew of forty-five men, twenty-one of 
whom were Americans. 
Thirty-one of 


these have been landed at the Sicilly 
islands. The Vigilancia sailed from New 
York, February 28, with a cargo con- 
sisting in part of provisions and valued 
at nearly $760,000. The ship herself was 
said to be worth $1,000,000. 


No details had reached here early to- 


day regarding the destruction of the 
Illinois. 
She was reported merely as 


having been sunk. The Illinois was a 
tank ship owned by the Texas Oil com- 
pany. 
She left Port Arthur, Tex., on 


February 37, for London with a full 
cargo. 
There were sixteen Americans 


aboard, including all 
the officers and 


eight members of the crew. Her entire 
crew consisted of thirty-five men.

THIS LOST SHIPS. 


New York, March 19.—Forty-eight 


men who were Americans by birth or 
by naturalization and nine others, sev- 
ral of whom wore believed to be natur- 
alized Americans, comprised the crew 
of the American freight steamship 
City of Memphis, reported from Lon- 
don today as having been sunk by shell 
fire. The vessel itself, valued at $600,- 
000, had weathered safely many ad- 
ventures In European waters on prc- 
'vlous voyages since tho war began. 


Owned by tho Ocean Steamship com- 


pany, commonly known as tho Savan- 
nah line, the City of Memphis of r>.2C>2 
tons gross, sailed from New York .Inn- 
uary 23, carrying 9,653 bales of cotton 


valued at $000,000. This she delivered 
at Havre. France, and was on her way 
home in ballast when sunk. 


Her captain was lj. P. Borum; of 


Norfolk, Va., where ho was born of 
American parents. Her other officers 
were all American born except one. 


Every officer aboard has had his, 


American license and every natural- 
ized American his naturalization pa- 
pers in compliance with a rule laid' 
down by the ship's owners. A messaga 
received here yesterday byW. It. Pleas- 
ants, president of the Ocean Steamship 
company from Captain Borum an- 
nounced the ship's departure on Fri- 
day from Cardiff, Wales, where she put 
in for coal. 


The City of Memphis' last voyage 


to Europe was her tenth into the -war 
zone. Exclusive of the final trip she 
had traveled 7!),SOI miles in taking 
aboard horses for the European gov- 
ernments, common and general mer- 
chandise, worth more than J6.000.000, 
this figure including the value of the 
last cargo delivered. She was built in ' 
Chester, Pa., in 1902. 


On her voyages into the war zone 


the City of Memphis each night carried 
a reflector above an American flag 
painted on either side and the ship's 
name appeared in six-foot letters in 
several places. 


The crew of the Vigilaneia. comprised 


forty-five men of whom twenty-one 
were Americans, including Captain F. 
A. Middleton, of New York. Two of 
the twenty-one were naturalized and 
one had first papers. There were also 
flve Porto Ricans and ono Filipino in 
the fire room force. 


Details as to what constituted her 


cargo are withheld by customs offi- 
cials, but it is understood that the 
cargo was valued at nearly $750,000 
and tho ship at more than $1,000,000. 
The cargo consisted in part of provi- 
sions. Prior to sailing, it was reported 
by some of the men connected with the 
crew, that a largo consignment of cof- 
fins was also on board. 


The Vigilaneia registered 4,115 tons 


gross. She was 320 feet long, 45 foot 
beam.

A Broad Difference. 


"However, there is this very broad 


difference between two powers ex- 
erted.

The sec- 
ond, the fixins of the wage standard, 
resulting from the prohibition against 
paying lower wages expressly lim- 
ited to the time specified in section 
two of the law.

Confiscated Opium Saved by Government—Mor- i 


phine Extracted from the Drug for Hospitals. 


S^ 


Los Angeles, Cal., March ID.—The 


United States has stopped the destruc- 
tion of opium seized by its custom offi- 
clais. This drug, hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth .of which is con- 
fiscated yearly, yields a high percent- 
age of morphine, in which there is a 
great war-shortage. 


A plan suggested by John B. Elliott, 


collector of customs for the district of 
•outhern California, Is being worked 
out to extract the morphine from the 
confiscated opium ana use it in the 
army and navy hospitals/ thus effect- 
Ing a big saving lor the government. 


Morphine, which once sold for $2 an 


ounce, has advanced since the war be- 
gan from $4 and $5 an ounce to be- 
tween $10 and $10.BO an ounce. Since 
custom houses have begun holding the 
seized opium morphine has gone up 
nearly 20 per cent. 
Last December Elliott had nearly 


$50,000 worth of opium on hand ready 
to be destroyed^ The immense riso in, 
price of the drug, and the risks taken 
by tho professional smugglers to get 
It Into the country, which Included 
everything from peon disguises and 
tramping over the desert wastes to 
dangerous trips in fast motorboata, 
convinced him that It was a real eco- 
nomic waste to destroy the stuff. 


He knew that the Turkish and Per- 


sian markets had been cut off by the 
war, and that the Chinese and Indian 
producers wero hard set to get the 
(tuff across tha Pacific, all of which 


Opium worth $50,000, confiscated by 


customs officials In southern Califor- 
nia—Jobn B. Elliott, collector of cus- 
toms, who suggested saving opium 
thus seized for morphine extracts to 
bo used hi hospitals. 
made the drug almost priceless when 
it could be got over from Mexican, 
Calexlco, Tia Juana and the other 
border towns. 


He knew, too, the economies being 


made in every hospital In th/2 use of 
morphine, and the need of it on the 
European 
battlefields — economies 


which meant real suffering for wound- 
ed or injured men. 


He wrote to the secretary of the 


treasury suggesting that the opium be 
not destroyed but used in the making 
of morphine. In January such an or- 
der was issued. 


Since that date Elliott has seized 


nearly 
$50,000 worth 
of smoking 


opium. In three years approximately 
$150,000 worth of the drug has been 


I 
' destroyed by his men. 


San Francisco, Seattle, Nogales, 


and half a dozen other coast and bor- 
der custom houses have smaller stocks 
of opium piled up since the first of the 
year and which are daily added to. 


In the last two weeks in February 


Elliott's men captured flve smugglers 
from whom several thousand dollars 
•worth of the drug was taken. 


"Most of the smuggling Is done by 


tho professionals," said Collector El- 
liott, "who realize the risks of the 
game, but who also appreciate the 


I chance to more than double their 
money by bringing the stuff across the 
border. 


"The great trouble we have is that 


combined with the big winnings is a 
ridiculously light penalty for the of- 
fense. 
Two years Is the maximum 


sentence. And many of tho cleverest 
smugglers have got off with only a 
year or eighteen months. 


"When the clean-up from a single 


successful trip may run as high as 
$fifl,000 or $70,000 a two-year penalty 
is not much of a deterrent."

230 DAYS LOST LAST 


Teachers of Public Schools 


Have Suffered Much on 


Account of Sickness. 


Two hundred thirty and one-half 


days were lost last month by the teach- 
ers of the Fort Wayne Publio schools 
on account of sickness. 
This Is an 


exceptionally large number and Prof. 
Justin N. Study, superintendent of the 
schools, states that this year has been 
the worst in the history of the schools 
of the city. Not only is the number of 
days lost much larger than It has ever 
been but the percentage 
Is much 


larger. 


Although there were several severe 


cases of pneumonia among the teach- 
ers, la grippe claimed the larger per- 
centage of those who were unable to 
attnd to their duties last month. Two 
teachers were out the entire month. 


Sickness among the scholars has also 


been general this year, but up until 


last month's report* there had not be«n 
one single fatality either among th« 
scholars or the teachers. However. 
during the port two weeks there hu 
been one death among the scholan of 
the schools. 


Monday morning found the tnual 


number of teachers absent on account 
of sickness. It has come to be a great 
problem each morning: to find the re- 
quired number of substitute teachers.

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Patriotism Averts Strike. 


impending calamity of nation-wide paralysis of railway 


transportation has bcfta averted. The railroads have conceded to the 
four brotherhoods of trainmen all that is provided for in the contest- 
ed Adamson. law- and no matter which ivay the decision of the United 
States supreme court may swing on that measure the men in the train 
service will get the things for which they were contending and for 
which, they were under orders to tie-up railway traffic. 


But it was not to the brotherhoods that the railroads surrendered. 


They gave in to the compulsions of a great, national crisis whereof the 
dangers would have been vastly added to by the strike that was 
threatened. It was a fine and stirring display of patriotism that the 
heads of the railway systems gave in committing their interests in the 
question to tho hands of President "Wilson's mediation committee to 
be dealt with as tho welfare of tho country might dictate. They un- 
derstood what national perils were developing rapidly and how near 
might*be the hour when the already heavy stresses of this government 
would be multiplied many fold if there were a tie-up of transportation 
to be dealt with while war thundered at the gate. They vacated their 
entire ^position and loft their committee of mediation to perform no 
harder task than to obtain acceptance by the brotherhood chieftains 
of the unconditional surrender nnd their consent to,rescind their 
declaration of war. That was done, the strike was called off and the 
transportation of the country moves as usual. The people arc spared 
the visitation of a great catastrophe. Business escapes prostration. 
Industry is given shrift to go on and labor to keep at its employments. 
It is a prodigious vouchsafcmcnt that there is to be no strike, with 
material disaster, human distress and a saturnalia of violence in its 
wake. It is of greater concern that the country is to be saved from 
such a stroke at a time when every national resource may nt any mo- 
ment be required for the safely of the land. 


"The people of the. country will be neither slow nor grudging in 


their appreciation of the railroads for making it possible to lift from 
the land the threat of a frightful catastrophe and to remove the im- 
minence of a great peril. The people of the country have in times 
past had abundant occasion against the railroads, but much of that 
old score is erased by the patriotic conduct of the men acting Sunday 
night in New York for the transportation interests. 


Whether or not the brotherhoods and their men have obtained 


what they want they must say for themselves. They have obtained at 
least what they were demanding and prepared to fight for. AVhatcvcr 
the Adamson law, if affirmed by the supreme court, might give them 
the railways have conceded. It is at an added cost of operation 
amounting, according to conservative estimates, to about $60,000,000 
that the railroads have given in to their men. But more or less, it is 
of less account what railway peace costs than that the price does pur- 
chase peace. On the brink of war with a nation overseas, and con- 
fronted by a treacherous and perhaps corrupt neighbor, a great rail- 
way strike was not to be thought of by the nation as for a moment 
tolerable. The rail heads saw it that way and yield to the insuper- 
able force of events. 


Practically at War. 


It is evident that the government in Washington regards this 


nation as now being in a virtual state of war with Germany. There 
has been no formal declaration of belligerency on either side. The 
status of an armed neutrality, as declared by President Wilson some 
days ago, continues. But it is held that in sinking three American 
ships within the so-called barred zone Germany has committed an act 
of war against the United States. 


No secret is made of it in Washington that an actual state of 


hostilities is imminent nor of the fact that the necessary steps that 
the rights and dignity of this nation impose are to be taken without 
delay. Before the day has gone President Wilson may have summoned 
congress to an extra session to specifically invest him with suitable and 
specific authority to proceed for the national defense. With congress 
summoned already for April 15, it may be thought unnecessary to su- 
persede that convocation by one fixing an immediate day for as- 
sembling. It is held, moreover, that the president has ample authority 
under the constitution to recognixc a state of war and to take mea- 
sures accordingly. 


These latest submarine activities by Germany dispel any hopeful 


doubt there may have been that the Berlin government would prose- 
cute ruthlessness according to its declarations. Tho Berlin govern- 
ment means what its warning stated and is giving the proof. Berlin 
is making no pretense of avoiding war with America. Berlin is com- 
mitting war against Ainericn. 


That leaves this nation the choice of two courses—to tuck tail 


imd run or to face the situation squarely and stand by the friendly 
but firm warnings that, have gone from Washington. 


There is nothing to be gained by making soft; words for this sit- 


taation. The United States is already virtually forced into war.

Became a Gongrega-

Rev. Arthur J. Folsom, pastor of the 


Plymouth Congregational church, gave

OS lively debate' is expected to displace 
what is wont to be a mathematical 
order of uninteresting procedure. 


Question before the county commis- 


sioners is whether $15,000 shall be 
expended for repairs on the present 
county jail, located a square south of 
the court house, in Huntington, or if 
more money shall bo appropriated for 
constructing a new jail building" on a 
site suggested by the 
Huntington 


Commercial club and located farther 
from the center of the city. 


Rural folk all over the county are 


expected to crowd the small council 
chamber and to voice a protest against 
the scheme of the Huntington Com- 
mercial organization which seeks to 
procure the present county jail site. 
Representatives of the county seat 
Commercial club are expected to ap- 
pear before the council body and to 
explain that the placing of a fine hotel 
on what was formerly the county prop- 
erty would mean the bettering of con- 
ditions for all residents of Huntington 
county. 


Residents 
in 
small 
towns 
and 


through the country of the well-to-do 
county say that they have aided every 
movement for development of the 
city of Huntington In the past. No 
objection wan raised when the county 
seat manipulated the building of a 
county hospital In Huntingdon, leaders 
in the movement against transporting 
the county Jail point out. The pres- 
ent commercial plan, which would 
take the centrally located jail site for 
a city hotel and move tho county build- 
ing to less valuable land, is looked 
upon as an encroachment upon rights 
of county taxpayers, however, it is 
claimed. 


Monroe Wiley, editor of a weekly 


newspaper in "\Varrcn ami who is 
widely mentioned as a delegate to the 
coming constitutional Convention, was 
first to take open opposition to the 
plan of the Huntineton organization. 
In a lengthy article on tho front page 
of the Warren Tribune he attacked 
the scheme for moving the county jail 
in no uncertain terms. 


"Get busy against tho new jail agi- 


tation" was tho theme of his phlllipic. 


Effect uf the article swept like wild- 


fire among taxpayers in the rural dis- 
tricts. 
Copies of the paper were cir- 


culated In Roanoko and other small 
towns. 
Marked copies of tho article 


were went to all members ot the county 
council. 
Charge is openly made in tho ed- 


itorial attack that newspapers 
ot 


Huntington have neglected to disCuss 
the important issue, which involves 
thousands nf dollars of taxpayers' 
money. Only statement by any Hunt- 
ington publication has been to the ef- 
fect that citizens of that city arc In 
favor of moving the jail. It is claimeed. 


.1. W. Caswell, of tho Huntington 


Commercial organization, has offered 
tu put up $1.000 to show that tho city 
will pay $15.000 for the present Jail 
property. Site suggested for the new 
jail building, which the county would 
then rear, is said to be the property 
belonging to 1. It. Hcaston. a member 
of tho Huntington Commercial club. 


Officers of the Hunttngton band of 


promoters say that a new and modern 
Jail could be built by the county for 
$30,000. High cost of materials will 
not allow a fully equipped prison, 
which would answer all needs of tho 
county, for less than $50,000 it is 
claimed by those who oppose the extra 
expenditure for a new structure. 


Architects have said that the pres- 


ent county jail building can be rcrnod-, 
eled for $lV>,000 into a prison which 
will answer for years to come, it is 
stated. 
Present jail site is nearest 


possible location to the county court 
house and much to be preferred to the 
property pointed out by the Hunting- 
ton organization, those who favor leav- 
ing the jail where it now stands say. 


Dr. C. H. Good, now practicing 


physician of Huntington but formerly 
of Warren and who was once boosted 
for congressman from the Eleventh 
district by his neighbors, got In wrong 
in his "old home town" on last Friday, 
when he led a delegation of Hunting- 
ton Commercial club officers to War- 
ren in an effort to convince citizens 
that the "county should give over its 
present jail lot for the city need. Cit- 
izens openly denounced the plan and 
two county commissioners from that 
village declared 
themselves against 


the proposition. 


"Our 
county property is appraised 


at $26,000. Why should we sell our 
ideal location to Huntington for $15,- 
000?" Editor Wiley asked the Hunt- 
ington Commercial leaders who called 
at his office in an effort to induce him 
to quit his attacks upon the plan to 
move the jail farther from the court 
house. 
"It Huntington does not get this 


property we may never get a new 
hotel," is said to have been the simple 
reply of Dr. Good. 


Leaders on both sides of the jail 


question have been active over the 
week-end. County commissioners have 
been visited by delegations daily. Vote 
of the county body is said to be about 
evenly divided. Members of the coun- 
cil living in Huntington will vote for 
tho plan to move the jail, it is said. 
Debate before tho commissioners is 
expected to be the most heated in re- 
cnt county history.

sprco." Ho is working so hard nowa- 
days in his little old shack at East 
Orange, thinking .up things that might 
be useful to Uncle Sam for war pur- 
poses that he has neither time to eat 
nor sleep. 


These orgies of mental labor arc 


intermittent with Edison. The pres- 
ent one is the worst the inventor ever 
has had. 


A pacifist at heart, he has spent 


all his life fashioning things for the 
betterment of mankind. But now that 
his country is threatened, he is in a 
fighting mood. He is going to fight for 
his country with his brains. 


Edison's friends are sure that when 


he climbs again on the reason-wagon 
he will reveal some new and revolu- 
tionary weapon of offense that will 
fiabbergaster even the inventive Teu- 
ton. 


It Is impossible to interview Edison 


these times. Because he is chairman 
of the United States naval consulting 
board, his lips have been sealed by the 
government. A written request for an 
interview sent into 
his 
laboratory 


brought forth tho scribbled response: 


"Too busy. Feeling fine and •work- 


ing hard. 


"You can't see father these days," 


snid Charles Edison, his son. "He is 
on a rampage of work, and musn't bo 
disturbed. He works all day and most 
of the night, after his assistants have 
gone home to bed." 


"How long will this last?" 
"Oh, two or three weeks." 


Edison regards himself simply as 


"ono of the boys" at the big plant' at 
East Orange. 
When he turns up in 


the morning with his chemical-stained 
khaki jumper and his duster on, and 
his battered brown soft hat resting on 
his cars, he punches the time clock 
like the rest of the gang. 


Today ho got on the job at 0:21. 


Last night, the timo sheets showed, 
he quit work at 7:01. Yesterday was 
a "short day," I was told. 


It is understood Edison Is now 


spending most of his time on naval 
warfare work for Secretary Daniels. 
While he often visits the scattered 
laboratories, his really intensive think- 
ing is done in a rather ramshackle hut 
in the park some way from the main 
building. 


In this cell-like seclusion, puffing 


steadily at an evil-smelling corn cob, 
and surrounded by a jumble of beak- 
ers, retorts, test tubes and lathes, 
Edison Is confidently believed to be 
evolving something that will make up 
for the unprcparedness from which 
this country is now suffering. 


If he does, he will not get all the 


credit himself, for he confessed at a 
recent birthday dinner that he could 
not have kept up the pace for so many 
years had it not been for the watchful 
care of Mrs. Edison.

Supreme Court Hands Down 


Decision in the Utah 


Water Power Case. 


Washington. D. C., March 19.— 


In sustaining an injunction ousting 
tho Utah-Hydro-Electrlo power com- 
panies from federal forest reservations 
the supreme court today upheld fed- 
eral and limited state sovereignity in 
developing resources in western "pub- 
lic land states." 


Regulations of the agricultural and 


the interior departments conservation 
policy and decrees ordering th« Utah 
company to remove their property 
from public lands unless they secure 
federal permits were sustained. 


The court maintained power of con- 


gress to regulate all public lands and 
denied that ita authority was limited 
to lands actually used for federal pur- 
poses. 
All government specifications 


were not upheld but the court refused 
to. disturb any of them. It also held 
tho government entitled to reasonable 
compensation from the Utah power 
concerns for use of lauds occupJcd.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—The 


Russian revolution, if Its present success 
contiuues, assures the downfall of czar- 
ism and kaiserism and guarantees the 
victory of the allies. 


It means that there will be no more 


kings in Europe except a few figureheads 
like George V of England and Alfonso 
of Spain, who arc maintained at public 
expense for ornamental purposes. 


The revolution is a pro-ally overturn 


of the pro-German government which 
was in control of Russia 
during the 


greater part of the war and which has 
been primarily responsible for the rela- 
tively poor showinp which the enormous 
armies of Russia have made. 


Kussia will now have a chance to 


throw off the ineubus of German in- 
fluence in the court, theliureaucracy and 
the army and give the armies of the 
kaiser something to do on the eastern 
front. 


Annies Commanded by Germans. 


It is almost impossible to exaggerate 


the extent to which t"lie German influence 
has crippled and disorganized Eussia 
since the beginning of the war. 


Entire Russian armies have been 


surrendered without a fight by the 
pro-German generals who commanded 
them, shells and other ammunition 
which did not fit Russian guns but did 
tit the German guns have been sent 
to the front by the pro-German bu- 
reaucrats in charge of supplies, the 
voluntary organizations formed by the 
Russians to supply the army and care 
for the wounded have been prevented 
from holding meetings and otherwise 
interfered with and the most prom- 
inent ministers in the czar's cabinet 
have been in almost constant com- ' 
nruirTcation with Berlin looking to an 
alliance with Germany or a separate 
peace- 
It is more than probable that the 


j German foreign office has been try- 
ing to do with Russia, exactly what 
it tried to do with Mexico, that Is, 
make an alliance with Russia and plot 
to get Japan, which is In close alliance 
with Russia, to desert the allies and 
join with Germany and Russia in a 
great military alliance to conquer the 
world. 
| 


TIic Czar Seven-eights German. 
The czar himself 
is seven-eights 


German—in fact he has only one- 
sixty-fourth Russian 
blood 
In 
his 


veins. For more than 150 years ev- 
ery czarina has been a German prin- 
cess, the only apparent exception be- 
ing the czarina of Alexander III who 
bore a Danish title at the time of her 
marriage but was born of a German j 
ducal family and reared 'under Gcr- ' 
man influences. 
The most powerful 


nobles at the Russian court are the 
German princes from the Baltic pro- 
vincea. who gained additional strength 
from the fact that they are.also tho 
most rabid supporters of autocracy 
and reaction. 


All the high posts in the Russian 


bureaucracy have boon held either 
by men of German descent or by those 
•who were 
pro-German .because of 


their desire to see autocracy made su- 
preme through an alliance of the czar 
and the kaiser. The most recent avail- 
able statistics show that thore wore at 
the beginning of the war more than 
200 generals of pure German descent 
in the Russian army. 


At last accounts Golltzen was pre- 


fier of the Russian ministry. Ho was 
reared 
in Germany and built up 


around him a cabinet of pro-Germans, 
among whom his minister of the. In- 
terior, PrOtopopoff, was openly ac- 
cused of having been 
In conference 


with agents of tho kaiser in Stock- 
hoi mlast autumn arranging for'tho 
Russian government to desert the al- 
lies and become either an ally of Ger- 
many or make a separate peace. 
Monk 
Rasputin Killed 
by Duma 


Agents. 


For months it has been known In 


government circles in England, France 
and Italy that the Russian cabinet and 
possibly the czar himself were strong- 
ly pro-German. 


The monk, Rasputin, who had an 


uncanny Influence over trie czar him- 
self, was known in Petrograd to be a 
go-between for the German agents and 
the czar and his cabinet. It was the 
death of Rasputin at the hands of 
agents of the duma that unfolde'd the 
whole pro-German plot to the Rus- 
sian people. This plot included the 
handing to Russia of the Dardenelles 
and Bagdad and the greater part of 
Persia as her price for accepting 
'<*• 


separate peace. 


There is one democrat among the 


grand dukes and that is the Grand 
Duke Nicholas. It was because of his 
strong democratic; leanings that he was 
sent to the Caucasus prior to the pro- 
German activities of the cabinet. 


In well-informed circles it is now 


believed that the duma—the Russian 
parliament—will have the support of 
the entire Russian people in the over- 
throw of the "dark forces," as they are 
called in Russia, which have been plot- 
ting against the allies. The army, with : 
the possible exception of troops under 
tho command of pro-German generals 
will also support the revolution and It 
is possible that the army has already 
acted and has destroyed or deposed its 
Germanic generals who have always 
been cordially hated.

Pew Troops Remain Loyal to Czar. | 


Ther% would seem to be no possible ' 


chance for a counter-revolution. The 
Cossacks are at the front and the police 
are powerless against the troops which 
arc in reserve in the larger cities. A 
Berlin dispatch says there are ,10,000 
troops loyal to the revolution in Petro- 
grad alone, and this may be accepted 
as the minimum, for this news was ex- 
tremely distasteful to Berlin. 


This Is the biggest news for the 


cause of democracy since the estab- 
lishment of the flrst French republic. 
Even if this present revolution should 
fail, It marks tho certain downfall of 
the power of the Russian autocracy. 
The people have now learned that a 
Russian 
imperial minister can be 


thrown into Jail llko anyone else and 
that the walls do not crumble around 
him, nor Is there lightning from heav- 
en to strike the impious hand that | 
dared to put him there. Having once 
learned this simple fact, they will 
never forgot, and the end of kings and 
czars and kaisers will soon follow. 


It is an axiom of Ruropean state- 


craft that the kaiser cannot continue* 
autocratic; power if the czar is over- 
thrown any more than tho czar can

All Lines Lift the Embargoes 


Issued Because of the 


Strike. 


With the exception ot embargoes 


that existed prior to last Saturday, 
when the strike situation became 
acute and embargoes _were placed on 
all classes of freight," normal condi- 
tions prevail on all Fort Wayne roads 
today. The Michigan Central issued 
notices that embargoes placed last 
Saturday because of the threatened 
strike,-were lifted at 4 o'clock this 
morning:, and the 
other 
lines have 


since Issued or are preparing to is- 
sue similar notice. Freight is again 
moving over all the roads to the lull 
extent of- their facilities and there is 
less congestion on all of the roads than 
prevailed a week ago. 


The sensational feature of the situ- 


ation Saturday night was a walk out 
of the switchmen and enginemen in 
the local yards- of the Nickel Plate and 
the refusal to. go out of road crews 
called to-take runs after 6 o'clock. The 
men had -not been notified by brother- 
hood heads of the postponement of 
the strike and refused to act upon in- 
formation furnished by the newspa- 
pers. 
"When a code message from 


brotherhood headquarters 
was re- 


ceived about 8 o'clock the men were 
suspicious, fearing that it was 
scheme of the railway managers, and 
they refused to return to work until 
the news conveyed in the code dis- 
patch was confirmed. Later other 
messages were 
received and at 12 


o'clock Saturday night the yardmen 
returned to their respective duties, 
the road train crews reported for j 
work and traffic was resumed, with 
little delay. 
When the men walked 


out they repaired to Unity hall, where 
the majority of them remained until 
satisfied that the strike had been post- 
poned and that they could report for 
duty without being disloyal to their 
brotherhoods. 
The employes on all 


of the other lines in the city were of- 


pension system was inaugurated and 
became effective, thirty of the old 
shopmen were retired. 
But few of 


those veterans are now living. So far 
162 local shopmen were placed on the 
"honor roll" since the system became 
effective in Fort Wayne.
